GOP  puts  hold  on 
Russian  treaty 

The  New  Start  treaty,  an  important  aspect 
of  the  Obama  foreign  policy  agenda,  would 
promote  a detente  between  the  United  States 
and  Russia  by  ensuring  both  countries  reduce 
their  nuclear  stockpiles  and  permit  mutual 
inspections.  The  White  House  pointed  to 
Republican  Jon  Kyi  of  Arizona,  a senator 
whom  the  GOP  designated  as  putting  the 
deal  on  hold.  The  White  House  gave  Kyi 
information  and  incentives,  such  as  billions 
of  dollars  to  overhaul  the  aging  U.S.  nuclear 
weapons  armory,  in  the  hopes  of  getting  the 
treaty  through  by  the  end  of  the  year,  but 
he  folded  in  the  end.  Treaty  advocate  Vice 
President  Joe  Biden  still  hopes  that  a deal  can 
be  struck,  noting  that  “no  verification  regime 
to  track  Russia’s  strategic  nuclear  arsenal” 
would  “endanger  our  national  security.” 

EU  to  set  up  Ireland 
aid  package 

Members  of  the  EU  made  their  way  to 
Ireland  last  week  to  organize  a $136  billion 
aid  package  for  the  country  and  its  unstable 
banking  system,  reports  the  Wall  Street 
Journal.  Dublin  persistently  rejects  formal 
offers  of  help,  calling  the  “emergency  talks” 
with  EU  officials  a necessary  step  to  sooth 
roiled  markets  that  “jeopardize  not  only 
Ireland,  they  threaten  the  eurozone.”  “We  all 
have  to  work  together  in  order  to  survive,” 
said  EU  President  Herman  Van  Rompuy. 


Rangel  found  guilty  of 
ethical  violations 


Harlem  Rep.  Charlie  Rangel  has  been 
found  guilty  of  12  ethics  violations,  a House 
subcommittee  found  last  week.  The  21 -term 
Democrat  had  been  charged  with  13  ethics 
violations  in  connection  with  unpaid  property 
taxes,  accepting  several  rent-controlled 
apartments  in  Harlem  and  unethically 
fundraising  for  a graduate  center  in  his 
name.  The  case  will  proceed  to  a full  House 
committee,  which  according  to  the  New  York 
Times,  is  “likely  to  issue  Mr.  Rangel  only  a 
letter  of  reprimand  or  a formal  censure.”

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P-Mex  auction  gets  Loyola's  bid,  19  years  running, 
Tijuana 'inhospitable,'  service  site  shifts  northward

Once  again,  the  Loyola  community 
answered  the  call  to  support  the  immersion 
program  that  has  ser\  ed  the  border  regions 
of  Mexicali,  Mexico,  since  1988:  the  19th 
aimual  Project  Mexico  auction  took  place  in 
McGuire  Hall  on  Wednesday,  Nov.  17. 

The  Project  Mexico  auction  has  evolved 
into  one  of  the  biggest  events  on  campus. 
It  attracts  students,  faculty,  administration, 
alumni  and  many  others.  There  was  something 
for  everyone  to  bid  on:  Ravens  tickets,  diimer 
with  Dr.  LoPresto  and  a week-long  vacation 
in  Martha’s  Vineyard  were  just  a few  of  this 
year’s  auctioned  items. 

“We  are  well  on  our  way  to  breaking 
the  numbers  we  usually  break,  which  [are 
usually]  between  520-30,000,”  said  senior 
Daniel  Koster,  co-leader  of  this  year’s  Project 
Mexico  team.  “We  did  as  well  as  we  always 
do,  which  is  awesome.” 

There  was  more  to  the  auction  than 
wirming  tickets  to  Lady  Gaga.  By  bidding 
on  items,  people  were  able  to  support  the 
members  of  the  Project  Mexico  team.  Some 
of  the  money  from  the  auction  aids  in  getting 
the  participants  to  Mexico,  while  the  rest  is 
used  to  improve  the  communities  in  which 
they  immerse  themselves.  A portion  of  the 
proceeds  also  goes  to  Encounter  El  Salvador, 
another  Loyola  immersion  project. 

Through  community  development  projects, 
orphanage  visits  and  cultural  immersion, 
the  students  and  coordinators  in  Project 
Mexico  are  able  to  touch  the  lives  of  those 
they  encounter — as  well  as  experience  an 
inner  change.  While  these  areas  may  be 
financially  poor,  they  are  rich  in  spirituality 
and  culture. 

“This  is  about  solidarity  all  across  the 


board,”  said  senior  Ashley  Twaddell,  who 
co-leads  with  Koster.  She  explained  how 
the  team  works  together  before  and  during 
the  trip  to  become  familiar  with  how  the 
people  of  the  Mexican  border  communities 
live.  After\\  ards,  the  participants  return  with 
a better  understanding  of  these  communities, 
and  they  channel  this  knowledge  as  they 
continue  to  raise  funds  and  educate  others. 

For  10  days  over  winter  break,  the  team 
will  spend  some  of  its  time  in  San  Diego 
in  addition  to  Mexico,  which  will  give 


participants  the  chance  to  face  immigration 
issues  from  both  an  American  and  Mexican 
perspective. 

The  exact  locations  for  the  program 
change  ev  ery  year  in  accordance  with  the 
latest  events  in  the  area.  “We’ve  had  to  make 
realistic  changes  based  on  events  and  news,” 
said  Koster.  “The  reality  of  it  is  [that]  Tijuana 
has  been  a bit  inhospitable  for  different 
reasons.” 

These  reasons  range  from  drug  trafficking 
to  an  extremely  high  violence  and  murder 


rate,  which  have  forced  Loyola  and  other 
schools  to  rethink  where  they  will  send  their 
students.  Koster  notes  that  wherever  the  team 
goes,  they  will  adapt  and  serve  accordingly. 

“Wherever  we  end  up,  we’ll  be  responding 
to  whatever  the  communities  need,”  he 
said. 

Koster’s  first  Project  Mexico  experience 
was  so  powerful  that  it  helped  him  confirm 
where  he  wanted  to  go  in  life.  As  a psychology 
major,  he  was  unsure  if  he  was  pursuing  the 
right  career. 

“After  P-Mex,  when  I was  just  immersed 
in  the  entire  volatile  situation  of  what  it  really 
means  to  be  marginalized,  I kind  of  came  to 
terms  with  the  idea  that  I was  going  into  a 
helping  profession,”  Koster  said. 

For  Twaddell,  choosing  to  be  a leader  and 
to  return  to  Mexico  was  a tough  decision 
because  of  the  time  commitment  required. 
However,  in  the  end,  building  upon  her  past 
experience  was  enough  to  bring  her  back. 

“During  Project  Mexico,  you’re  speechless. 
When  you  come  back  you  understand  there’s 
so  much  more  to  learn,”  said  Twaddell.  “But 
you  have  enough  of  a background  to  start 
taking  the  steps  needed,  and  using  your 
voice  to  share  your  stories  is  part  of  that 
process.” 

Both  leaders  stressed  that,  on  their  second 
trip,  their  main  focus  is  to  guide  their  team 
members  toward  meaningful  experiences  that 
will  leave  lasting  impact. 

“I’m  not  in  P-Mex  to  run  the  auction  and 
raise  a lot  of  money,”  Koster  said.  “I’m  in 
it  to  go  down  to  Mexico,  go  with  my  team 
members  and  see  if  I can  kind  of  pull  out  of 
them  similar  feelings  and  sentiments  that  I 
felt.”

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Loyola  moves  from  paper  professor  evaluations, 
online  forms  will  be  tested  over  3-month  period

For  the  first  time  at  Loyola,  students 
will  complete  their  end-of-semester  course 
evaluations  online,  instead  of  using  the 
traditional  paper-and-pencil  forms. 

Made  effective  this  summer,  the  decision 
to  switch  from  paper  evaluations  to  online 
evaluations  was  a little  more  than  a year- 
long process  that  began  in  spring  2009.  Vice 
President  of  Academic  Affairs  Timothy 
Snyder,  Ph.D.,  made  a formal  aimoimcement 
of  the  change  in  a memo  released  to  all 
faculty  members  after  an  Oct.  8 meeting  with 
professors. 

According  to  Terra  Schehr,  the  assistant 
vice  president  for  Institutional  Research 
and  Effectiveness,  there  were  three  primary 
reasons  for  switching  to  online  course 
evaluations:  the  paper-and-pencil  evaluation 
process  requires  about  1 1 weeks  of  work  per 
semester  and  costs  roughly  $22,500,  with 
more  than  $19,000  spent  solely  on  paper 
and  printer  supplies;  faculty  can  now  receive 
course  feedback  more  rapidly  than  before, 
given  that  there  are  no  longer  paper  forms  to 
scan;  and  Loyola  improves  its  sustainability 
efforts  by  issuing  evaluations  online. 

“This  is  an  obvious  place  where  we  can 
reduce  paper  because  the  technology  allows 
for  it,”  said  Schehr. 

“I  was  thinking  about  it  the  moment  1 got 
here,”  said  Snyder,  referring  to  Loyola’s 
switching  to  a paperless  course  evaluation 
process.  “We  are  not  being  responsible 
citizens  when  we  are  wasting... 40,000  sheets 
of  paper  per  year  with  no  need.” 

The  software  used  to  conduct  the 
evaluations.  Class  Climate,  remains  the  same, 
but  students  will  no  longer  spend  their  final 


day  of  classes  completing  paper  evaluations. 
The  online  evaluation  period  will  open  up 
two  weeks  before  classes  end,  and  students 
can  either  log  on  to  Blackboard  to  fill  out 
evaluations  or  find  the  evaluations  through  a 
link  sent  to  them  via  e-mail  from  the  Office  of 
Academic  Affairs.  Filling  out  the  evaluation 
through  Blackboard  disables  the  e-mail  link, 
and  vice  versa.  The  online  forms  include 
the  same  multiple-choice  and  open-ended 
questions  as  the  paper  forms. 

According  to  Snyder,  completing  course 
evaluations  online  is  “more  secure”  and 
ensures  that  some  of  the  issues  Loyola  has 
experienced  with  the  paper  evaluations — 
receiving  the  forms  in  an  unsealed  envelope, 
or  students  filling  in  hand-drawn  extra 
bubbles — ^will  no  longer  occur. 

But  some  professors  worry  that  having 
students  complete  course  evaluations 
online  will  lead  to  lower  response  rates 
and,  as  a result,  lower  scores,  said  Lisa 
Oberbroeckling,  Ph.D.,  an  associate  professor 
in  the  mathematical  sciences  department 
and  the  chair  of  the  Faculty  Evaluation 
Committee  of  the  Academic  Senate.  Some 
faculty  members  also  fear  that  students 
will  fill  out  the  online  forms  in  groups  or 
late  at  night  or  that  only  those  students  who 
particularly  disliked  a course  or  professor  will 
fill  out  the  forms. 

“They  were  concerned  [with  online 
evaluations]. ..because  you  don’t  have  that 
captive  audience  in  the  class,”  said  Schehr. 
“So  they  were  worried  that  faculty  would 
be  evaluated  based  on  only  a few  students’ 
comments  instead  of  the  majority  of  their 
class.” 

While  Schehr  understands  the  various 
concerns,  she  doesn’t  foresee  such  issues,  at 
least  not  from  data  generated  from  the  pilot 


project  she  conducted  in  spring  2009.  Nine 
faculty  members  teaching  a total  of  1 3 course 
sections  volimteered  to  have  their  students 
evaluate  them  with  Class  Climate’s  online 
course  evaluation  form.  On  average,  Schehr 
found  that  89  percent  of  students  filled  out 
the  online  evaluation  forms  and  that  when 
students  filled  out  the  forms  for  the  same 
course  on  the  same  day,  they  submitted  forms 
at  roughly  two-hour  intervals.  Four  of  the 
courses  in  the  pilot  project  were  computer 
science  courses  that  met  in  computer  labs; 
in  these  courses,  91  percent  of  students  filled 
out  the  online  evaluation  forms.  Just  two  of 
the  online  evaluations  were  completed  after 
1 a.m. 

All  the  faculty  that  participated  in  the  pilot 
were  senior,  tenured  faculty,  to  safeguard 
against  the  possibility  of  the  pilot  going 
poorly,  thereby  resulting  in  a jimior  faculty 
member  with  no  course  evaluation  data  at  the 
end  of  the  semester. 

“That  experience  went  really  well,”  said 
Schehr.  “It  showed  that  a lot  of  the  things 
that  we  were  concerned  might  happen,  didn’t 
happen,  and  so  we  thought  it  was  a good 
process.” 

At  that  point,  and  after  discussing  the 
findings  with  the  Council  of  Academic 
Deans — ^the  deans  of  Loyola’s  three  colleges, 
plus  the  associate  deans  and  the  associate 
and  assistant  vice  presidents — Schehr 
recommended  to  the  Faculty  Evaluation 
Committee  that  Loyola  make  the  switch 
to  online  course  evaluation  forms.  The 
committee  chose  to  endorse  the  University’s 
decision  to  transition  from  paper-and-pencil 
forms,  though  not  without  a specific  list  of 
concerns. 

“There  were  some  small  differences 
[between  paper  and  online  evaluations]... 


but  there  wasn’t  a large  sample  taken  either,” 
said  Oberbroeckling.  “It  wasn’t  a huge  study. 
Also,  these  were  established  professors  with 
courses  they’re  popular  in,  so  the  students  are 
going  to  respond  to  the  professor.  So  that’s  an 
issue  that  a lot  of  faculty  have,  particularly 
junior  faculty.  A lot  of  schools  have  foimd 
that  response  rates  do  go  down.” 

The  committee  recommended  that  Loyola 
track  the  response  rates  of  students  to  the 
online  evaluations  over  a three-semester 
period,  which  the  school  plans  to  do.  As 
Oberbroeckling  noted,  professors  with  access 
to  computer  labs  can  take  their  students  to  a 
lab  and  have  them  fill  out  the  online  form 
during  class  time,  although  the  professor 
must  still  leave  the  room,  as  was  mandatory 
during  the  paper-and-pencil  evaluation.  But 
course  evaluations  are  optional  for  students, 
and  although  there  has  been  some  discussion 
about  withholding  students’  online  grades  as 
a stipulation  for  having  students  fill  out  the 
online  evaluations,  both  Schehr  and  Snyder 
said  Loyola  is  not  looking  into  doing  this 
any  time  soon. 

“Unless  we  have  data  indicating  we 
have  a concern,  we’re  not  going  to  make 
assumptions,”  said  Snyder.  “We  really  want 
this  to  be  driven  by  data,  and  we’ll  react 
appropriately  if  we  have  to,  but  a lot  of  it  right 
now  is  based  on  faith  and  trust.” 

“We  are  really  optimistic  that  by  reminding 
students  how  important  this  is  to  individual 
faculty  . . . that  if  we  remind  students 
these  are  important  and  that  it’s  a student’s 
responsibility  to  take  them  seriously  and  to 
complete  them,  that  the  students  will  do  it,” 
said  Schehr. 


Student  Health  Advisory  Board  provides  information  on  flu  shots

Completing  midterms  and  term  papers 
are  very  stressful  affairs  for  students.  Now 
imagine  working  on  the  big  projects  for 
different  classes  while  your  body  is  fighting 
the  flu.  Many  experts  advise  students  to  be 
active  about  their  health  and  get  an  influenza 
vaccine  to  avoid  those  nasty  flu  symptoms. 

The  Center  for  Disease  Control,  or  the 
CDC,  works  very  closely  with  the  U.S. 
Food  and  Drug  Administration,  health  care 
providers,  state  and  local  health  departments 
and  other  partners  to  ensure  the  highest 
safety  standards  for  flu  vaccines.  The  CDC 
also  works  closely  with  FDA  to  ensure  that 
systems  are  in  place  to  promptly  detect 
unexpected  health  problems  following 
vaccination. 

According  to  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Human  Services,  about  36,000  people  die 


from  the  flu  in  the  U.S.  each  year,  and  more 
than  200,000  people  are  hospitalized  annually 
as  a result  of  flu  complications.  These 
numbers  can  be  significantly  reduced  if  more 
people  receive  the  flu  vaccine.  According 
to  Jeanne  Lombardi,  director  of  Health  and 
Education  Services,  “All  students  who  can 
are  encouraged  to  get  a flu  shot — especially 
before  traveling,”  Lombardi  says,  “it’s  not 
too  late!” 

A common  misconception  that  discourages 
many  people  from  getting  the  flu  vaccine 
is  the  belief  that  the  flu  shot  will  give  them 
the  flu.  However,  because  the  vaccine  is 
synthesized  from  an  inactive  virus,  it  cannot 
make  you  sick.  The  flu  shot  works  by  teaching 
your  immune  system  to  recognize  flu  viruses 
so  it  is  prepared  to  fight  the  disease  if  you  are 
exposed  to  it.  The  flu  vaccine  protects  against 
three  influenza  viruses  that  research  indicates 
will  be  most  common  during  this  season. 

Common  side  effects  of  the  flu  shot  include 


soreness  or  redness  where  the  shot  was  given 
or,  in  rare  cases,  fever  and  aches.  These 
symptoms,  however,  are  much  less  serious 
than  the  symptoms  that  are  associated  with 
getting  the  flu. 

Experts  agree  that  the  benefits  of  getting 
the  flu  shot  far  outweigh  the  potential  risks. 
In  addition,  although  October  and  November 
are  usually  the  best  times  to  be  vaccinated, 
December  is  not  too  late  in  most  years.  This 
is  because  flu  season  usually  peaks  around 
January  or  later  and  often  lasts  through  March 
and  April. 

The  CDC  urges  people  who  are  in 
contact  with  those  who  have  a chronic 
disease  to  get  the  flu  vaccine,  since  they  are 
potentially  at  a higher  risk  for  developing 
the  disease.  Additionally,  communal  living 
in  the  dormitories  promotes  the  spread 
of  communicable  diseases,  particularly 
influenza.  Stress,  lack  of  sleep  and  a poor 
diet  are  also  factors  that  increase  one’s  risk 


of  getting  the  flu. 

Health  care  professionals  also  recommend 
that,  if  you  have  the  flu,  you  stay  at  home 
from  school  to  limit  contact.  You  should  also 
avoid  touching  your  eyes,  nose  and  mouth 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  germs.  You  must 
also  take  other  measures  to  reduce  the  risk 
of  getting  sick,  including  washing  hands 
frequently,  practicing  good  hygiene,  sleeping 
nine  hours  nightly,  avoiding  drinking  and 
smoking,  eating  a balanced  diet  and  drinking 
plenty  of  fluids. 

To  get  a flu  shot,  students  are  encouraged  to 
go  to  the  Health  Center  in  Seton  Court  during 
regular  business  hours — no  appointment 
necessary!  The  vaccine  is  $25,  payable  by 
cash,  check  or  Evergreen.  For  questions, 
please  call  the  Health  Center  at  (410) 
617-5055.

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Loyola  delegation  advocates  for  the  closing  of 
SOA/WHINSEC,  comprehensive  immigration 
reform  at  Ignatian  Family  Teach-In

“D.C.  is  where  we  needed  to  be  to  lobby  to 
senators,”  said  Senior  Bianca  Vazquez  of  the 
twelfth  annual  Ignatian  Family  Teach-In  for 
Justice,  held  from  Nov.  15-17.  For  the  first  time, 
the  Ignatian  Solidarity  Network,  or  ISN,  hosted 
the  event  in  Washington,  D.C.,  instead  of  in  Fort 
Benning,  Ga. 

A total  of  1 7 Loyola  students  and  two  faculty 
members  attended  the  Teach-In  conference  and 
lobbied  on  Advocacy  Day  for  the  closing  of  the 
School  of  AmericasAVHlNSEC,  the  passage  of 
the  DREAM  Act  and  comprehensive  immigration 
reform. 

This  was  the  first  year  the  ISN  incorporated 
an  Advocacy  Day  portion  into  the  event.  During 
Advocacy  Day,  participants  had  the  opportunity 
to  lobby  for  one  of  three  social  justice  issues 
by  meeting  with  legislative  assistants  of 
representatives  from  both  the  House  and  Senate. 

“When  we  would  go  to  the  school  [at  Fort 
Benning],  they  would  say  ‘You  know,  this  is 
great  that  you’re  here,  but  we  are  Just  policy 
implementers  and  don’t  have  any  control  over  the 
closing  of  the  school,”’  said  Vazquez. 

Vasquez,  who  serves  as  the  Hispanic  service 
programs  coordinator,  has  now  attended  three 
Teach-In  conferences.  She  found  the  addition  of 
Advocacy  Day  important  because,  unlike  previous 
conferences  and  vigils  at  Fort  Benning,  this 
gathering  helped  to  bring  about  change  actively 
rather  than  passively. 

The  Teach-In  strongly  focused  on  remembering 
and  reflecting  on  the  martyrs  of  Latin  America 
through  song,  prayer  and  discussion.  The  event 
also  addressed  a variety  of  different  social  justice 
issues  including  comprehensive  immigration 
reform,  the  Development,  Relief  and  Education 
for  Alien  Minors  Act — otherwise  known  as  the 
DREAM  Act — the  closing  of  the  School  of  the 
Americas,  environmental  justice,  peacemaking 
and  fair  trade. 

The  19  Loyola  participants  divided  into  two 
main  groups  and  met  with  different  staffers, 
representing  five  congressmen  altogether.  The 
first  group  lobbied  for  the  closing  of  the  School 
of  the  Americas  and  the  passing  of  HR  2567, 
while  the  other  group  lobbied  for  comprehensive 
immigration  reform  and  the  passing  of  the 
DREAM  Act. 

In  an  effort  to  divert  negative  attention  in  the 
past  decade,  the  SOA  was  renamed  WHINSEC, 
or  Western  Hemisphere  Institute  for  Security 
Cooperation.  WHINSEC  is  a U.S.  Army  training 
school  that  trains  military  personnel  and  civilians 
of  Latin  American  countries.  It  is  located  at 
Fort  Benning  and  is  funded  by  U.S.  taxpayers’ 
money. 

Throughout  history,  graduates  of  the  SOA  have 
been  responsible  for  the  assassinations  and  torture 
of  tens  of  thousands  of  people  in  Latin  America. 
Graduates  of  the  SOA  are  infamous,  including  two 
of  the  three  officers  cited  for  the  assassination  of 
Oscar  Romero;  10  of  the  12  officers  cited  for  the 
El  Mozote  massacre;  and  19  of  the  26  officers 
cited  for  the  murder  of  six  Jesuit  priests,  their 
housekeeper  and  her  teenage  daughter  in  San 


Salvador,  in  El  Salvador. 

Loyola  participants  met  with  staffers  of  Rep. 
Elijah  Cummings,  Rep.  Paul  Sarbanes  and  Rep. 
Dutch  Ruppersberger  to  ask  for  their  support  of 
HR  2567,  a bill  that  would  suspend  operations  at 
the  SOA/WHINSEC,  investigate  torture  manuals 
and  human 
rights  abuses 
associated 
with  the 
school  and 
conduct  an 
assessment 
of  military 
train  in  Latin 
America. 

Freshman 
Dennis 
Cahill,  who 
lobbied  for 
closing  the 
SOA,  said 
he  thought 
the  meetings  with  the  legislative  assistants  went 
well. 

“The  staffers  we  met  with  definitely  respected 
what  we  had  to  say,”  said  Cahill.  “Though  the 
legislative  assistant  to  Rep.  Ruppersberger  did  not 
entirely  agree  with  our  position  on  the  SOA,  all  of 
the  staffers  appreciated  our  input  and  our  initiative 
to  visit  the  offices.” 

The  Loyola  participants  met  with  legislative 
assistants  of  Senator  Benjamin  L.  Cardin  and 
Senator  Barbara  Mikulski  to  discuss  immigration 
reform  and  the  passage  of  the  DREAM  Act. 

The  DREAM  Act  would  provide  a path  to 
citizenship  for  students  that  are  now  over  the  age 
of  18  who  were  brought  to  the  U.S.  as  minors  and 
have  graduated  from  high  school.  These  students 
are  unable  to  receive  a higher  education  because, 
although  they  have  been  in  the  school  system,  they 
are  technically  undocumented. 

The  DREAM  Act  would  provide  these  young 
adults  with  the  opportunity  to  earn  conditional 
permanent  residency  if  they  complete  two  years 
in  the  military  or  two  years  at  a 4-year  institution 
of  higher  learning;  the  passing  of  this  bill  would 
affect  approximately  2.5  million  people  in  the 
U.S.  today. 

The  representatives  of  Cardin  and  Mikulski, 
both  Democrats  and  fairly  progressive  on 
immigration  related  issues,  were  on  board  with 
the  passing  of  the  act  and  extremely  gracious  to 
the  Loyola  participants  for  voicing  their  opinion 
and  providing  positive  feedback  on  immigration- 
related  issues. 

On  the  morning  of  Advocacy  Day,  prior  to 
meeting  the  congressmen’s  representatives,  the 
500  participants  of  Advocacy  Day  gathered  on 
the  National  Mall,  where  they  joined  in  prayer 
and  song  in  memory  of  all  those  murdered  in  Latin 
America.  Each  participant  held  a white  cross  that 
displayed  the  name  of  a someone  that  fell  victim 
to  human  right  abusers,  and  a list  of  all  those  killed 
was  read  aloud. 

“I  think  it’s  always  really  good  to  remember — ^to 
stop  and  recollect  and  to  kind  of  acknowledge  their 
presence  and  to  know  that  even  though  they  have 
passed,  that  their  spirit  and  their  hope  and  their 


message  still  carries  on  with  all  us,”  said  Vazquez. 
“I  think  it  was  really  powerful  to  remember  who 
we  are  honoring  in  this  process.” 

Prior  to  the  Teach-In,  the  1 9 Loyola  participants 
gathered  each  Monday  to  learn  about  and  reflect 
on  these  different  issues. 

“Going  to 
the  weekly 
meetings  gave 
me  a door  into 
the  issues 
that  I knew 
existed,  but 
had  no  idea 
how  to  look 
at  it  before 
the  Teach- 
In,”  said 
junior  Angela 
Amarhanov. 
“They  gave 
me  a frame  of 
reference  to 

form  my  own  ideas  beforehand.” 

A series  of  keynote  speakers  spoke  to  the 
1,200  participants  at  the  conference.  Speakers 
included:  Sister  Helen  Prejean,  CSJ,  national 


leader  of  the  movement  to  end  the  death  penalty 
and  author  of  Dead  Man  Walking;  Sister  Diana 
Ortiz,  an  Ursuline  nun  from  New  Mexico  who 
was  abducted  and  tortured  while  working  as  a 
missionary  in  Guatemala;  Rev.  Mark  Ravizza, 
S.J.,  Loyola  affiliate  and  associate  professor  in 
philosophy  at  Santa  Clara  University;  and  Julia 
Keogh,  a long  time  political  activist  and  sister  ol 
an  El  Salvadoran  martyr. 

The  Loyola  participants  of  the  Ignatian  Teach- 
In  for  Justice  hope  to  actively  continue  theii 
involvement,  continuing  to  push  for  the  closing  ol 
the  SOA  and  the  passage  of  the  DREAM  Act.  They 
also  intend  to  encourage  the  Loyola  community 
to  become  involved. 

“I  hope  that  we  can  all  bring  back  awareness 
of  the  SOA,  the  importance  of  immigration 
reform  and  the  other  social  justice  issues  that  we 
talked  about  on  the  Teach-In,”  says  Cahill.  “Il 
is  important  that  we  do  not  leave  the  Teach-In 
experience  in  D.C.;  we  have  to  keep  it  alive  here 
on  campus.”

Famous  Last  Words:  What  is  'Loyola  ? Part  Two 


Last  week,  Jerry  Fagerberg  began  to 
explore  the  simple,  yet  loaded  question, 
“What  is  Loyola?”  Part  One  can  be 
found  on  www.LoyolaGreyhound.com. 

It  is  clear  to  this  journalist  that  the  topic  in 
discussion — what  is  Loyola — is  one  that  has 
been  haranguing  its  population  since  before 
my  Babinski  reflex  kicked  in.  Since  1852, 
the  search  for  collective  identity  has  been  a 
process  that  Loyola  has  been  undertaking, 
regardless  of  my  own  tuition  deposit. 
However,  as  each  student  was  handed  a long-

sleeve  T-shirt  with  the  mantra  “I’m  a Good 
Hound”  printed  across  the  chest,  the  need  for 
clarification  arose. 

We  know  what  Loyola  was  built  and  billed 
to  be.  The  question,  then,  is  not  what  we  are 
traditionally,  but  what  have  we  become. 

Finding  our  Jesuit  Roots 

“When  Jesuit  priests  founded  Loyola  in 
1852,  they  looked  to  the  very  heart  of  their 
order  for  inspiration  in  choosing  a name,”  our 
website  tells  us.  “They  found  their  inspiration 
in  St.  Ignatius  of  Loyola,  the  foimder  of  the 
Society  of  Jesus,  and  that’s  how  Loyola — oior 
Loyola — became  the  first  institution  of  higher 
education  in  the  United  States  to  bear  his 
name.”  Today,  we  carry  on  these  Ignatian 
values  (whether  we  like  it  or  not)  in  our 
modem  context.  Therefore,  these  must  be  the 
criteria  for  being  a good  Hound,  right? 

“When  our  students  graduate  from  Loyola 
we  have  said  they  have  met  our  standards,” 
clarified  Dr.  Timothy  Snyder,  vice  president 
of  Academic  Affairs,  “Have  they  met  each 
of  those  as  fully  as  they  could?  No.  But  have 
they  evidenced  these  standards  sufficiently? 
Yes.” 

How  seriously  students  take  our  religious 
affiliation  is  another  story  entirely.  There  are 
those  who  doll  up  every  Sunday  for  mass, 
but  for  many  of  us,  the  Baccalaureate  Mass 
will  be  our  first  experience  in  fi'ont  of  a cross 
at  Loyola. 

Although  students  are  urged  to  do  service 
and  study  abroad — and  a majority  do  so — it 
is  not  necessarily  to  fulfill  the  ideal  of  cura 
personalis.  Although  Snyder  does  notice 
a “warm  and  outgoing  way”  about  Loyola ; 
students,  this  is  not  necessarily  motivated  by 
allegiance  to  the  Jesuit  principles. 

For  the  students  of  Loyola,  Father  Jack 
Dennis,  S.J.,  has  become  the  most  widely- 
recognized  symbol  of  Loyola’s  Jesuit 
mission.  His  reach  is  seemingly  endless. 
That’s  why  there  are  lacrosse  players  leading 
sophomore  retreat.  That’s  why  you  can  see 
him  giving  d^s  to  that  kid  who  got  kicked 
out  of  Murphy’s  last  Friday.  All  of  the  Loyola 
community  know  his  white  gold-hair  and 
toothy  smile,  often  greeting  him  with  a 
hug. 

Still,  he  doubts  his  own  influence.’!  think 
there’s  a whole  hidden  population  of  this 
campus  Tjust  don’t  know  because  they’re 
not  involved,  and  they  go  to  their  classes  and 
go  back  to  their  apartments,  and  they  have 
their  social  relationships  and  they  just  don’t 
involve  themselves  in  extracurriculars. 

“Our  outreach,  though,  is  students  who  are 
not  naturally  drawn  to  Campus  Ministry.” 


It  is  true:  though  the  student  body 
here  comes  primarily  from  Catholic  high 
schools  and  households  (if  not  both),  the 
religious  involvem-ent  is  not  as  enthusiastic 
as  one  might  expect.  Often,  students  are 
apprehensive  about  being  college  students 
actively  involved  in  a faith-based  mission. 
Perhaps  this  is  why  Father  Jack  is  such  a 
prominent  symbol. 

We  see  him,  with  his  loose  collar  and 
black-checker  Vans  waving  a braceleted  wrist 
through  campus  and  we  can  quickly  relate. 
Yes,  he  is  a man  of  the  cloth,  but  that  cloth  is 
swaddled  in  a Loyola  Rugby  sweatshirt. 

Loyola  is  a religious  school  insofar  as  that 
is  the  ideal.  It  provides  a clear  subtext  of 
vision.  You  see  the  initials  AMDG  in  damn 
near  every  classroom.  Sometimes  there’s 
even  a Jesuit  in  that  classroom.  Sometimes 
he  invites  you  to  come  feed  the  homeless, 
and  you  oblige. 

“Ignatian  values  are  lived  out  by  students 
on  campus  every  single  day,  all  day;  you  just 
don’t  name  them,”  Dennis  clarified.  “Most 
students  and  most  persons  at  Loyola  believe 
and  buy  into  [them,  but]  I think  they  happen 
upon  them  just  in  daily  living.” 

Snyder  is  in  concurrence  with  this  view, 
claiming  that  “I  would  say,  without  question, 
the  feature  that  always  strikes  me  about 
Loyola  students  is  that  they’re  so  gifted  in 
dealing  with  other  individuals. . .in  a way  that 
I find  atypical  of  other  students.” 

This  warmth,  as  evidenced,  is  not  necessarily 
a direct  result  of  Biblical  righteousness,  but 
there  is  an  undeniable  tinge  of  that  in  the 
motivation.  As  q community,  we  wear  our 
religion  like  a loose  collar,  never  forgetting 
it  nor  taking  it  too  seriously. 

Try  to  point  this  out  to  any  bartender  on 
York,  and  they  might  just  cut  you  off  for 
the  night. 

Truth  or  Trend 

College  students  get  a reputation  for 
being  rowdy  drunkards  too  immature  to 
pick  up  their  own  beer  cans.  This  is  true  (to 
an  extent),  and  Loyola  does  not  escape  the 
prescription— not  by  a long  shot.  Ask  any 
resident  of  Roland  Park. 

Drinking  is  a fixture  of  Loyola  life. 
Admittedly,  this  journalist  does  his  weekly 
duty  to  perpetuate  this  stereotype,  but  all  is 
not  lost. 

“Certainly,  we  see  a lot  of  alcohol 
YiO-lations^”  said  Director  of  Student 
Life,Carrie  McLaughlin,  “which  is  fairly 
consistent  and  typical  of  most  colleges.  I 
don’t  know  if  we’re  worse  off  than  any  other 
institution;  I’d  say  we’re  probably  in  the  same 
range  as  most,  given  the  number  of  students 
we  have,  percentage-wise,  to  the  number  of 
violations  we  might  see.” 

The  numbers  agree:  according  to  2009’s 
Clery  Report — an  aimual  report  on  Public 
Safety  for  educational  institutions — Loyola 
recorded  754  alcohol  violations  and  45  drug 
violations.  Not  too  shabby,  considering  that 
none  of  those  referrals  resulted  in  arrests. 
We’re  certainly  nothing  special  in  the  party 
department,  considering  that  we  have  no 
Greek  life  and  oflF-campus  housing  isn’t  in 
the  norm. 

Although  there’s  no  scientifically  accurate 
way  to  measure  the  number  of  students 
drinking  weekly,  conservative  guesses  lie 
dead-center,  at  the  40-50  percent  range. 

But,  wait — being  typical  is  not  at  all  what 


we  want!  So  let’s  compare  ourselves  to 
Boston  College — a school  with  an  enrollment 
of  8,099  students.  CollegeProwler  claims 
BC  had  826  drinking  violations  and  60  for 
drugs  last  year,  with  a total  of  15  arrests. 
Percentage-wise,  that’s  around  9.5  percent,  as 
compared  to  our  21  percent.  This  means  that 
BC  students  are  either  much  better  at  getting 
away  from  their  incarnation  of  LoPo  or  that 
we,  simply,  go  atypically  hard. 

Chances  are  neither  is  the  ease.  Chances 
are  both  sehools  drink  their  faces  off  and  that 
people  see  them  parading  red-faced  down 
the  streets  and  are  quiek  to  make  a judgment 
about  the  school  in  general. 

Students  who  live  in  Seton’s  Substance  Free 
Housing  are  quick  to  dismiss  this  judgment. 
So  are  the  students  who  spend  their  weekends 
at  Beans  and  Bread.  But  for  every  saint  with 
a 4.0,  there’s  a girl  who  misses  her  noon  class 
on  Wednesday  because  Taco  Tuesday  is  her 
siren  song.  It’s  a balancing  act  that  keeps  us 
questioning  how  mueh  of  a factor  the  bottle 
is  in  our  journey  of  self-discovery. 

“I  don’t  think  that  the  way  students  spend 
their  social  time  takes  away  from  who  we 
are  as  an  institution  and  what  it  means  to  be 
a Loyola  student,”  McLaughlin  said.  “I  think 
there  are  certain  times  when  the  behavior 
doesn’t  match  the  things  that  we  value  as  an 
institution,  but  we  work  that  through.” 

Father  Jack  echoed  this  sentiment:  “We 
have  a large  population  that  socializes  on 
York  Road  and  downtown  a lot,  and  we 
have  probably  a larger  population  than  you 
would  think  of  kids  that  aren’t  big  partiers. 
I think  some  get  swept  into  [the  bar  scene], 
but  I think  others  just  don’t  know... how  to 
fill  weekends  with  other  things.” 

The  partying  cannot  be  ignored,  espeeially 
when  you’re  walking  to  Midnight  Breakfast, 
and  there’s  some  blacked-out  sophomore 
passed  out  in  the  bushes  outside  Maryland 
Hall.  But,  perhaps,  this  is  simply  the  marker 
of  any  university,  not  specifically  Loyola 
University. 

Yeah,  Craig’s  may  be  synonymous  with 
Saturday,  and  there  are  disproportionately 
more  ping  pong  balls  than  paddles  on 
campus,  but  does  that  compromise  the  overall 
merit  of  the  school?  No.  The  stigma  fluctuates 
and  resets,  same  as  our  BAC. 

Failing  to  Find  Plato 

When  this  article  was  first  conceived,  it 
was  siq}posed  to  be  a rallied  fit  of  iconoclasm. 
I desperately  wanted  to  descend  Sinai  and 
condemn  the  administration  for  feeding  us 
false  definitions  and  romantic  mistruths, 
bafliing  them  in  a fire  of  journalistic  clout 
I wanted  to  say  that  everyone  is  so  out-of- 
touch wifli  the  student  body  that  they  were 
imfit  to  broadcast  our  identity  in  poster  form.

What 
Morgan  State  students  think  about  us  is  a little

The  Baltimore  Ravens,  along  with  every 
other  NFL  team,  employ  thousands  of  people 
to  w ork  for  about  a six-hour  period  on  Sun- 
days— charged  with  ensuring  the  safety  of 
all  71,008  of  Baltimore’s  raving,  passionate 
fans.  Anyone  who  has  e\  er  been  to  an  NFL

game  know's  as  much  simply  by  observing 
the  number  of  stadium  persoimel  on-hand, 
usually  adorned  in  oversized  yellow^  “Secu- 
rity” jackets. 

As  fundraising  coordinator  for  an  on-cam- 
pus club,  1 was  presented  with  the  opportuni- 
ty to  have  my  club  members  w'ork  as  stadium 
personnel  and  w'as  therefore  responsible  for 
submitting  a list  of  participants  to  the  offi- 
cials at  M&T  Bank  Stadium.  The  only  other 
thing  required  of  us  was  photo  ID,  to  be  pre- 
sented as  verification  on  the  day  of  the  event. 
That’s  it. 

When  we  arrived  at  the  stadium  on  game 
day,  we  proceeded  to  our  instructed  gate, 
where — amidst  a maelstrom  of  noise  and 
chaos — we  were  met  by  a pleasant,  but  not 
particularly  sharp  older  gentlemen. 

He  distractedly  greeted  us  and  handed  me 
a stack  of  name  tags,  which  I took  as  instruc- 
tions to  distribute  them  amongst  the  partici- 
pants. After  a quick  and  bare-boned  briefing, 
he  ushered  us  into  the  basement  of  the  sta- 
dium, where  we  were  to  be  outfitted. 

Notice  anything  peculiar?  At  no  point  was 
a proper  photo  ID — or  any  other  form  of 
identification — ^required.  For  all  they  knew 
we  could  have  been  a group  of  convicted 
murderers  on  a field  trip  fi-om  the  state  pen. 

After  we  checked  in  at  the  gate  and  were 
outfitted  in  the  basement,  we  were  divided 
up  and  given  a five-minute  tutorial  on  how  to 
pat  people  down.  Then  they  read  us  a list  of 
items  not  allowed  in  the  stadium  (which  I’m 


assuming  we  were  meant  to  memorize)  and 
posted  us  at  our  positions.  Anything  wrong 
with  this  equation? 

Most  of  the  people  working  these  games 
are  lower-to-middle  class  citizens  who  are 
willing  to  sacrifice  their'  Sunday  to  work 
minimum  wage  for  a few  extra  bucks.  If  a 
bunch  of  Loyola  students  have  trouble  keep- 
ing'track  of  all  the  items,  something  tells  me 
that  this  demographic  would  have  problems 
memorizing  a list  of  prohibited  items  after 
one  iteration. 

The  only  demographic  capable  of  this  feat 
is  the  one  that  includes  brain  surgeons  and 
astrophysicists,  and  something  tells  me  those 
guys  have  better  things  to  do  than  work  secu- 
rity at  a Ravens  game.

So  what  do  we,  as  residents  of  Baltimore, 
make  of  all  this?  Do  we  find  it  okay  to  allow 
unidentified  citizens  of  Baltimore — the  city 
with  the  highest  murder  rate  in  the  country — 
to  work  security  at  one  of  the  most  high- 
profile  events  in  the  city?  Next  time  you  at- 
tend an  NFL  game  or  any  major  event,  take 
a closer  look  at  the  people  who  are  supposed 
to  be  protecting  you.  It  begs  a scary  question: 
am  I really  that  safe  after  all? 


Selfish  TSA  critics  should  'opt 
out'  of  security  at  their  own  risk

of  the  political  aisle  or  another.  I’m  pretty 
centered — as  in  self-centered,  as  in  I’ll  throw 
my  support  behind  what’s  best  forme.  So  if 
it  comes  down  to  a full-body  image  scan  or

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I’m  about  to  board  doesn’t  burst  into  flames. 
I’m  all  about  it. 

Wliich  makes  all  of  this  nonsense  about 
“National  Opt  Out  Day”  so  baffling. 

If  you  care  enough  about  yourself  that  you 
believe  you’re  above  airport  security,  don’t 
you  care  about  yourself  enough  to  not  want 
to  die? 

Spurred  by  John  Tyner,  a California  man 
who  infamously  told  a TSA  agent  that  he’d 
have  him  arrested  “if  you  touch  my  junk,” 
a grassroots  movement  has  begun  to  make 
Wednesday,  Nov.  2A — ^the  busiest  travel  day 
of  the  year— “National  Opt  Out  Day,”  where 
people  will  choose  not  to  submit  themselves 
to  TSA  security  measures  before  boarding 
planes. 

That  should  go  well.  For  every  nine 
Americans  willing  to  sacrifice  a sliver  of 
freedom  in  the  name  of  not  getting  blown  to 
bits,  some  self-important  fool  will  insist  that 
they  don’t  need  to  be  checked  because  they 
aren’t  a terrorist  and  it  wastes  their  time.

Even  though  we  continue  to  flippantly 
throw  the  word  “Loyola”  around  like  it’s 
canonized  English,  it  seems  as  though  the 
bookstore  is  trying  to  step  in  on  our  inside 
joke. 

It’s  not  that  simple.  You  have  to  be 
in  the  culture  to  get  it.  The  sign  stands, 
smiling,  waiting  for  our  approval  and  we  all 
collectively  sigh  and  say,  “Barnes  & Noble, 
I just  don’t  think  you  get  it.” 


Last  week  we  had  two  very  different 
articles  presenting  two  very  different  points 
of  view;  Brendan  Stack  and  Garrett  Mahoney 
opined  about  a bicycle  theft  and  a student’s 
blog,  respectively. 

Stack  happily  testified  that  a group  of  his 
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friends  chipped  in  and  secretly  bought  him 
a bike  after  his  original  bike  was  stolen.  He 
correctly  attributed  this  event  to  his  friends 
living  out  Loyola’s  Ignatian  values;  his 
friends  served  him  in  a time  of  need. 

This  selfless  act  is  the  epitome  of  faith 
in  action — a service  that  applies  the  values 
learned  and  acted  out  in  community  service 
and  the  Gospel.  Stack’s  fiiends  applied  those 
radical  values  for  a peer  and  to  an  everyday 
situation.  Our  Jesuit  education  promotes 
living  our  values  as  an  integral  part  of  who 
we  are.  Our  motto  is,  after  all.  Strong  Truths 
Well  Lived. 

Mahoney,  on  the  other  hand,  wrote  in 
response  to  a blog  that  has  caused  some  stir 
on  campus:  a student  blogging  about  why 
our  dress  and  action — ^both  in  practice  and 
in  word — matters,  and  how  men  and  women 
ought  to  hold  each  other  in  higher  esteem  than 
our  actions  and  words  indicate.  Mahoney 
argued  we  shouldn’t  care  how  people  choose 
to  dress  because  dressing  appropriately  is 
ambiguous  and  subjective,  and  people  ought 
to  have  the  freedom  to  choose  how  they 
present  themselves.  To  this  extent,  I agree 
with  Mahoney. 

However,  he  finished  his  argument  with  the 
statement:  “Let’s  not  kid  ourselves,  Romeo, 
you’re  just  as  guilty  as  the  rest  of  us.”  What 
he  meant  in  context  is  this:  the  blogger,  whom 
Mahoney  calls  “Romeo,”  does  not  universally 
hold  others  in  high  esteem  in  word  or  action. 
In  doing  so,  he  implicitly  calls  this  mysterious 
“Romeo”  a hypocrite  for  not  practicing  his 
radical  and  challenging  words. 

Mahoney’s  closing  remark  about  “Romeo” 
being  just  as  guilty  as  the  rest  of  the  Loyola 
community — that  is,  as  intentionally 
degrading  and  dehumanizing  others  and 


I find  an  odd  sort  of  solace  in  Dr.  Snyder’s 
prescription  for  caution.  He  said,  “We  are 
all  pressed  when  we  make  generalizations. 
We  err  when  we  make  generalizations  if 
we  then  take  the  next  step  and  assume  the 
generalization  applies  to  the  individual... 
So  anytime  I talk  about  something  like 
the  typical  Loyola  student.  I’m  speaking 
in... a statistical  tendency  as  opposed  to 
an  applicable  feature — applicable  to  the 
individual.” 

Plato  be  damned,  there  is  a limit  to  how 
closely  our  definitions  approach  reality. 
If  we’re  running  on  the  hypothesis  that 
“Loyolaness”  is  something  definable,  then  the 
data  has  failed  to  find  anything  conclusive. 
We  remain  with  handfuls  of  assumptions  and 
armfuls  of  contrary  examples,  all  juggling 
against  ourselves. 

So,  in  true  Platonic  form  (and  irony)  the 
search  ends  in  aporia  - an  insoluble  impasse. 
From  now  on,  I resign  to  leave  the  big 
questions  to  the  research  firms  and  marketing 
teams.  I’ll  take  the  lesson.  Let  the  definition 
become  me.  Not  the  other  way  around. 


being  judgmental  and  prudish — is  simply 
outlandish. 

There  is  a common  connection  between 
Stack’s  and  Mahoney’s  testimonies:  namely, 
the  person  who  initiated  the  efforts  to  raise 
money  for  his  friend’s  stolen  bicycle  and  the 
person  who  continues  to  blog  about  changing 
cultural  values  are  the  same  person. 

In  the  case  of  Stack,  this  person — let’s  call 
him  Romeo — saw  a friend  who  was  hurt  and 
angry  at  having  his  bike  stolen.  At  the  same 
time,  Romeo  saw  things  happening  around 
school  that  hurt  many  other  people,  including 
his  friends  and  himself.  Instead  of  idly  and 
complacently  standing  by  and  allowing  these 
unjust,  immoral  actions  and  words  to  pass  by, 
he  took  initiative  and  vulnerably  expressed 
his  opinion. 

Of  course,  when  someone  makes  himself 
vulnerable,  he  allows  for  critics  to  discount, 
discredit  or  challenge  his  actions  or  words  in 
one  fell  swoop.  That  is  the  beauty  of  having 
the  freedom  of  speech. 

I simply  mean  to  say  that  Romeo  is  not  as 
guilty  as  the  rest  of  us  who  complacently  sit 
by  as  bad  things,  immoral  things,  hypocritical 
things  happen  around  us.  Rather,  he  acts  and 
strives  to  fiilly  live  out  his  values  on  a daily 
basis.  The  bike  and  the  blog  are  two  great 
examples  of  this  type  of  living.  The  reason  I 
praise  Romeo  is  because  he  is  actually  living 
out  our  school  motto,  not  simply  talking 
about  it.  Who  would  have  ever  thought  our 
motto — Strong  Truths  Well  Lived — could  be 
so  controversial?

'Romeo'  lives  Loyola  motto  daily 
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'Pillowman'  performances,  choices  artfully  executed

I won’t  lie  to  you,  when  I first  heard  that  the 
Poison  Cup  Players  were  going  to  be  putting 
on  Martin  McDonough’s  The  Pillowman, 
I was  scared.  Producing  a play  like  this 
requires  an  overflow  of  talent  on  the  part  of 
everyone  involved — especially  in  the  acting 
department. 

I wondered  whether  Loyola’s  current 
theater  crew  had  the  moxie  to  pull  off  such 
an  ambitious  production.  The  answer  was  a 
resounding  yes. 

If  you’ve  never  read  The  Pillowman,  do 
yourself  the  service.  The  writing  is  pervaded 
by  a twisted,  perverted  sense  of  poetic  justice 
that  is  surprisingly,  frighteningly  real.  None 
of  the  characters  in  this  play  are  entirely  bad, 
but  none  of  them  are  innocent  either. 

The  play  is  fufl  of  inconvenient  ambiguities 
that  keep  you  from  putting  any  of  its 
characters  into  boxes.  The  play  is  the  story 
of  a writer  of  gruesome  Brothers  Grimm- 
style  fables,  who  is  being  questioned  by 
the  police  with  regard  to  a series  of  child 
murders  that  closely  resemble  some  of  the 


murders  depicted  in  his  stories.  Although  he 
appears  innocent  at  the  beginning,  the  strange 
similarities  between  his  unpublished  stories 
and  the  series  of  murders  foreshadows  the 
possibility  that  he  may  not  be  as  innocent  as 
he  thinks  he  is. 

Brilliant  use  of  shadow  puppets  is  the  first 
aspect  of  the  Loyola  production  that  needs 
commendation.  The  script  called  for  non- 
speaking actors  to  act  out  a number  of  the 
stories  told  in  the  play.  Brian  Lojewski,  Edan 
Mohr,  Robbie  Priego  and  Danielle  Bonanno 
rose  to  the  challenge  magnificently. 

Credit  is  also  due  to  Brett  Messiora,  who 
choreographed  the  shadow  puppet  sequences, 
which  ranged  in  tone  fi’om  the  frightening  and 
gruesome  “Little  Jesus”  story  to  Tupolski’s 
hilarious  “The  Little  Deaf  Chinese  Boy  on 
the  Long  Long  Railroad  Tracks.  In  China.”  I 
can  honestly  say  I’ve  never  seen  anything  like 
this  in  another  Loyola  play;  it  set  a high  bar 
in  terms  of  successfully  incorporating  other 
forms  of  media  into  a stage  production. 

Before  attending  the  show,  I worried 
because  one  of  the  actors  would  have  to 
portray  a character  who  was  developmentally 
disabled.  While  I have  nothing  against  the 


portrayal  of  characters  who  have  disabilities, 
doing  so  presents  a number  of  challenges  for 
the  actor  in  question — challenges  Jon  Lavelle 
faced  admirably.  His  performance  was  pitch- 
perfect:  it  was  animated  and  deranged  in  all 
the  right  places  and  never  once  devolved 
into  parody. 

The  character  of  Michal  was  made  even 
more  complicated  when  he  began  to  reveal 
his  part  in  the  murders  Katurian  (the  central 
character)  is  accused  of.  He  even  made 
bizarrely  successful  arguments  against 
Katurian ’s  innocence,  asserting  that  one 
cannot  simply  write  such  disturbing  stories 
and  wash  their  hands  of  the  potential 
consequences. 

Tupolski  and  Ariel  (played  by  Kellie 
Alberici  and  Matt  Payne,  respectively)  were 
happy  to  highlight  this  concept  time  and 
time  again  during  their  scenes  with  Katurian. 
Alberici  and  Payne  formed  a thrilling 
dichotomy  onstage:  Alberici,  the  face  of 
cold,  calculated  reason,  and  Payne,  an  out-of- 
control  fireball  ruled  by  passion  alone. 

Not  only  did  they  exert  a powerful  push- 
and-pull  over  Katurian,  but  their  differences 
became  the  basis  for  a lot  of  the  play’s  humor 


in  the  third  act.  My  favorite  exchange — 
Ariel:“That  wasn’t  very  nice”,  Tupolski: 
“There  isn’t  much  that’s  nice  about  putting 
a hood  over  a man’s  head  and  shooting  him 
to  begin  with.” 

One  of  the  challenges  for  director  Hayley 
Evans  was  certainly  to  ensure  that  the 
McDonough’s  black-as-volcanic-ash  humor 
managed  to  shine  through.  Given  the  play’s 
dark  subject  matter,  there  was  a certain 
reluctance  among  the  audience  to  laugh 
at  some  of  the  more  humorous  bits — a 
reluctance  annihilated  by  the  time  Robbie 
Priego  spiked  up  his  hair  during  his  titular  role 
in  “The  Little  Deaf  Boy  on  the  Long  Long 
Railroad  Tracks.  In  China.”  The  moments  of 
levity  were  very  precise  in  that  they  did  not 
diminish  the  seriousness  of  the  play. 

All  in  all,  the  Poison  Cup  Players  put  on 
a show  of  tremendous  magnitude.  Not  only 
did  they  put  it  on,  but  they  put  on  one  of  the 
more  memorable  shows  in  Loyola’s  recent 
theatrical  history.  From  casting  to  directing, 
everything  came  together  for  the  Poison  Cup 
Players,  and  I feel  bad  for  anybody  who  opted 
not  to  go  see  The  Pillowman.

Rager  is  split  into  fi're  acts:  “The  World  I 
Am  Ruling,"  "A  Stronger  Trip,"  “Party  On," 
“The  Transfonnation"  and  “You  Live  & You 
Learn."  The  record  features  in  Mary  J.  Blige, 
Cee-Lo  Green  and  Kanye  West,  as  well  as 
other  rappers  and  performers. 

The  album’s  opening  song  “Scott  Mescudi 
vs.  the  World”  features  Cee-Lo  Green’s 
smooth  vocals  on  the  hook  to  accompany 
Cudi  as  he  raps  his  welcome.  “What  up? 
How  is  everyone  doing?  / you  are  now- 
in  the  world  I am  ruling  / take  a minute  to 
adjust  for  the  wondrous  / clusterf— k of  fun 
and  enchantment.” 

Cudi  then  contrasts  the  happiness  in  his 
world  to  the  grim  side.  “Lost  in  the  wind, 
I’ve  lost  all  my  friends  / maybe  they  were 
never  meant  to  be  acquainted  / money  seems 
to  make  everything  tainted  / everybody  mad 
‘cause  they  stuck  / one  less  / took  what  I 
wanted  and  I did  it  all  blunted  / oh  oh.”  It’s 
a true  yin-and-yang  feeling. 

“Revofev”  (Revolution  of  Evolution)  is  a 
guitar-backed  chant  with  a capturing  howl 


for  a hook,  comprised  of  ohs  and  woahs.  It’s 
his  invitation  for  you  to  stand  alongside  him. 
“Let  go,  life  does  get  tough  / no  need  to  stress 
/ hold  you  back  too  much  / let’s  go,  I heard 
they  found  the  solution  / where  will  you  be 
for  the  revolution?” 

Of  course,  the  “Day  ‘n’  Nite”  rapper  has 
a song  entitled  “Marijuana”  dedicated  to  his 
favorite  herb.  You  can  hear  his  passion  for  the 
plant  in  his  chorus  that  takes  up  the  majority 
of  the  song:  “Pretty  green  bud  / all  in  my 
blunt  / oohh  I need  it  / we  can  take  off  now  / 


oohh  Marijuana,  yeah  / 1 know  you  wanna. . . 
smoke.”  The  piano-  and  percussion-ridden 
beat  is  highly  entrancing. 

The  song  only  has  one  verse,  as  Cudi  would 
rather  vibe  out  using  repetition.  He  ends 
the  song  repeating,  as  it  begins  to  fade  out, 
“Marijuana  had  my  back”  and  “Never  left  me 
lonely.”  He  also  made  the  song  exactly  four 
minutes  and  20  seconds  long. 

The  first  single  from  the  album,  “Erase 
Me,”  discusses  the  after-effects  of  a breakup. 
No  matter  how  much  the  two  parties  may 


want  to  forget  about  each  other,  sightings  and 
memories  prevent  this  from  happening. 

This  song  features  Cudi  as  a singer  on  a 
rock-ballad  style  song.  “It’s  like  I’m  her  new 
nightmare  / she  ain’t  escaping  / it  makes  me 
feel  a bit  complete  / yeah  / knowing  someone 
you  love  / don’t  feel  the  same  way  about 
ya  / memories,  they  soon  delete  / hmmm.”

Happy  new  year:  a glance  at  upcoming  albums

20 1 0 has  been  filled  with  fantastic  albums. 
Some  were  expected  to  be  great,  like  Vampire 
Weekend’s  Contra,  and  other’s  exceeded 
expectations,  like  Su^an  Stevens’ noise-  and 
beat-driven  ylge  o/y4cfe. 

That  said,  I think  it’s  important  we  take  a 
look  ahead  to  see  what’s  in  store  for  2011. 
There  were  some  albums  that  were  supposed 
to  come  out  this  year  that  did  not,  and  they 
will  be  the  focus  in  the  beginning. 

Panda  Bear  has  yet  to  release  Tomboy, 
but  there’s  a lot  of  buzz  surrounding  the 
Animal  Collective  member’s  fourth  solo 
release.  Multiple  singles  have  been  released, 
and  they  show  us  a side  of  Panda  Bear  that 
was  somewhat  neglected  on  2007 ’s  Person 
Pitch. 

Noah  “Panda  Bear”  Lennox  still  soimds 
like  Brian  Wilson  of  the  Beach  Boys;  and 
he  still  majestically  weaves  samples  to 
create  dreamlike  states,  but  there’s  also  a 
more  minimalist  approach  to  this  album. 
There  won’t  be  a centerpiece  like  on  this 
album  like  “Bros”  on  Person  Pitch.  Instead, 
the  songs  will  be  regular  length,  with  more 
structure  than  we  are  used  to  with  Panda 
Bear  releases. 

The  Strokes  are  tipped  to  release  a new 


album  in  2011,  and  most  reports  have  it  set 
for  March.

It’s  been 
four  years  since  the  New  Yorkers  released  an 
album,  and  their  last  album.  First  Impressions 
of  Earth,  left  a sour  taste  in  a lot  of  fans’ 
mouth.

This 
will  be  an  album  on  every  critic’s  watch-list, 
so  be  sure  to  pick  it  up  on  Jan.  18. 

The  18th  will  be  a big  day  in  music,  with 
Smith  Westerns  releasing  Dye  It  Blonde. 
With  a ’60s  garage-rock.  Creation-type 
soimd.  Smith  Westerns  are  a band  to  be  on 
the  lookout  for.  Much  like  Harlem,  Smith 


Westerns  thrive  off  of  heavy  guitar  riffs  to 
get  the  place  jumping.  They’re  also  quite 
entertaining  and  known  for  getting  kicked 
out  of  clubs  that  they  are  performing  in.  So 
rock. 

Futuristic,  Australian  group  Cut  Copy  will 
be  releasing  their  third  album,  Zonoscope,  in 
February.  Following  up  In  Ghost  Colours  will 
be  a difficult  task  for  the  global  sensations, 
but  the  first  track  released,  “Take  Me  Over,” 
is  an  indication  that  only  good  things  are  on 
the  way  from  Cut  Copy.

Bright  Eyes  is  another  band  we  haven’t 
heard  from  in  a while,  and  it’s  not  like  Conor 
Oberst  to  stay  quiet  for  long.  Expect  the 
troubadour  to  follow  up  his  work  with  the 
Monsters  of  Folk  with  a Bright  Eyes  release 
in  2011. 

Finally,  I wouldn’t  hold  out  much  hope  for 
a new  Gorillaz  release  before  Christmas  like 
frontman  Damon  Albam  says.  There’s  almost 
no  time  left  in  2010,  and  with  the  way  the 
music  industry  works,  it’s  just  not  possible 
it  will  come  out  before  2011.

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Lucas  loses  credibility  with  'Star  Wars'  3-D  conversions

George  Lucas  has  yet  to  realize  the  Star 
Wars  saga  should  have  just  ended  with  Return 
of  the  Jedi.  In  Lucas’  attempt  to  collect  even 
more  money  that  he  doesn’t  need,  Lucasfilm 
announced  that,  beginning  in  2012  with  The 
Phantom  Menace,  the  Star  Wars  movies  will 
be  released  annually  in  3-D. 

While  that  soimds  like  the  greatest  news 
ever  to  most  Star  Wars  nerds  (myself 
included),  it’s  actually  a slap  in  the  face  to 
all  of  us. 

Does  Lucas  really  think  that  we  can’t  tell 
the  difference  between  a film  actually  shot 
with  3-D  lenses  and  a film  digitally  edited  to 
look  like  it’s  in  3-D?

3-D — even  if  it  wasn’t  shot  properly. 

This  isn’t  the  first  time  Lucas  has  tried  to 
swindle  fans  out  of  their  money.  The  only 
reason  why  we  have  Star  Wars:  Special 
Edition  movies  is  because  Lucas  knows  he 
can  basically  defecate  on  something  golden 
and  get  away  with  it.  In  the  “Special  Edition” 
movies,  Lucas  added  in  pointless  singing, 
bizarre  (even  for  Star  Wars)  animals  and  a 
scene  where  Jabba  the  Hutt  slithers  up  to  Han 
Solo  to  confront  him  about  dropped  cargo.

Kid  Cudi  outdoes  himself 
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Aria  that  disturbed  him  and  his  creative 
process.  His  verse  incorporates  clever  word 
play,  as  well. 

Sampling  St.  Vincent’s  “The  Strangers,” 
Cudi  attacks  “Maniac”  with  an  intense  focus 
on  his  dark  side.  The  beat  makes  you  want  to 
bop  your  head  as  you  join  in  with  the  chant 
of  “I  am  a maniac!” 

Cudi  ends  his  verse  on  the  song  with,  “I 
love  the  darkness,  yeah  / I’d  like  to  marry  it 
/ it  is  my  cloak,  it  is  my  shield,  it  is  my  cape  / 
I love  the  dark,  maybe  we  can  make  it  darker 
/ give  me  a marker.” 

Cudi  also  allows  rapper  Cage  to  supply 
the  second  verse  to  the  song  with  an  equally 
chilling  vibe.  “I  am  the  maniac,  I am  the  fool 
/ 1 found  a monster  in  me  when  I lost  my  cool 
/ it  lives  inside  of  me  eating  what’s  in  its  web 
/ put  black  spray  paint  on  my  windows  during 
die  day  / wanna  spend  time  with  it,  I diink  I’m 
losing  it  / or  I found  it  and  I’m  using  it.” 

“Mr.  Rager”  is  easily  the  anthem  to  the 
entire  album,  appealing  to  a generation  of 
people  constandy  finding  their  place  in  the 
world. 

He  approaches  us  in  a sort  of  sing-talk  kind 
of  voice.  “Birds  seen  flying  around  / you 
never  see  them  / too  long  on  the  ground  / you 
wanna  be  one  of  them..  (Yeah)  / you  wanna  be 
one  of  them..  (Yeah).”  The  most  captivating 
section  of  the  song  is  the  chorus;  here,  you 
hear  all  of  Kid  Cudi’s  emotion:  “HEY!  Mr. 
Rager!  Mr.  Rager!  / Tell  me  where  you’re 
going!  / Tell  us  where  you’re  headed!  / I’m  off 
on  an  adventure  / Mr.  Rager!  / Tell  me  some 
of  your  stories  / Tell  us  of  your  travels.” 

“All  Along”  is  sung  to  the  effect  of  “This 


is  what  I’ve  learned  from  my  travels.”  The 
hook  sums  up  his  sense  of  loneliness.  “I  know 
all  along,  all  along  / 1 know  I’m  meant  to  be 
alone  / it’s  crazy  but  all  along,  all  along  / 1 
knew  I was  meant  to  be  alone  / out  there  on 
my  own,  yeah.” 

Cudi’s  verses  explain  why.  “When  the 
weeks  change  / the  rumors  change  too  / I’m 
addicted  to  highs  / would  you  like  to  know 
why?  / when  the  months  change  / so  do  my 
love  point  of  views  / 1 don’t  want  what  I need 
/ what  I need  hates  me  / what  I need  hates 
me.”  Anyone  can  relate  to  this. 

“Trapped  in  My  Mind”  closes  out  the 
album  with  a confused  Cudi,  unsure  of  where 
to  go,  but  seemingly  fine  with  it.  “You  see  the 
sun  seems  to  shine  / when  I am  not  looking 
/ oh  he’s  seen  the  trick  every  time.  / Things 
do  get  out  of  hand  / once  in  a while  inside 
my  mental  / hey.  I’m  taking  a hell  of  a ride. 
/ When  my  ego  is  soaring  and  / no,  I am  not 
lucky  / hey,  I like  to  pat  my  own  back.  / Now 
it’s  a gift  and  a curse  since  my  birth  / I’m  in 
a prison  / oh.  I’m  happy  right  where  I’m  at” 
He  finds  it  as  a comfort  as  he  elaborates  in 
the  hook  “You  see  I’m  tipped  in  my  mind 
/ and  I know  it’s  crazy  / hey,  it’s  not  that  bad 
at  all  / when  you  think  of  the  world  / 1 know 
it’s  crazy  / hey.  I’m  not  that  bad  at  all.” 

Overall,  no  matter  how  out-of-wack 
everything  might  seem,  it’s  manageable. 

Kid  Cudi’s  Man  on  the  Moon  II:  The 
Legend  of  Mr.  Rager  is  raw  emotion.  The 
G.O.O.D  Music  artist  has  put  out  a record 
that  is  arguably  better  than  his  first  and  certain 
to  interest  any  lover  of  hip-hop  and  true 
feelings.  Be  sure  to  pick  up  your  copy  and 
support  independent  music  stores. 


If  someone  like  Bay  can  show  some 
restraint,  than  how  come  Lucas  can’t? 

Not  only  is  Lucas  offending  his  fan  base, 
he’s  also  offending  directors,  like  James 
Cameron,  who  turned  3-D  filmmaking  into 
an  art.  Cameron  spent  years  working  on 
Avatar — ^making  sure  every  shot  was  done 
the  appropriate  way.

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'Psych'  sleuth  duo  bring  pineapple,  wit  back

With  the  return  of  portable  palm  trees, 
pineapples  and  dynamic,  slightly  spiked 
hair  — or  an  equally  excellent  lack  thereof 
— USA’s  comedic  mystery  series,  “Psych,”  is 
looking  ahead  to  a second  half  as  it  returns  to 
the  network  for  the  rest  of  its  fifth  season. 

The  black  sheep  in  the  ongoing  trend 
of  detective  and  crime-solving  shows 
(“The  Mentalist,”  “CSI”),  “Psych”  brings 
something  rare  to  the  screen;  a refreshing  take 
on  a well-populated  genre  and  light-hearted, 
occasionally  absurd  humor  that  serves  as  a 
departure  fi'om  others  that  have  consistently 
taken  a deeply  serious  approach  to  crime 
solving. 

While  the  jokes  and  dialogue  within  each 
episode  can  be  hard  to  follow  at  times,  the 
show  never  fails  to  stand  strong  against  less 
comedic  competitors  with  complicated  and 
diverse  storylines.  The  show  also  provides  a 
look  at  unique  characters  and  their  developing 
relationships. 

James  Roday  returns  as  “psychic”  detective 
Shawn  Spencer,  whose  Sherlock  Holmes-like 
powers  of  observation  allow  him  to  trick 
the  Santa  Barbara  Police  Department  into 
believing  he  truly  has  supernatural  abilities. 


His  often-reluctant  partner  in  crime  solving. 
Burton  “Gus”  Guster,  also  returns  thanks 
to  Dule  Hill,  as  he  lends  a smooth  baritone 
and  tap-dancing  skills  to  the  dynamic  duo 
that  has  been  lighting  up  USA  for  the  last 
five  years.  The  first  episode  of  the  rest  of  the 
season  premiered  last  week;  a sequel  to  the 
actual  season  premiere.  The  show  remains 
accessible  for  long-time  viewers  and  new 
fans  alike  as  “Psych”  opens  up  to  a broader 
audience,  seen  recently  when  Roday,  Hill, 
Franks  and  more  brought  the  PSYCH  College 
Tour  to  UT  on  Nov.  3. 

The  sheer  number  of  guest  stars  that  are 
featured  fi-om  episode  to  episode  help  boost 
the  show’s  versatility.  While  a structure  of 
gags,  crime  solving  and  twists  has  been 
consistent  throughout  the  series,  five  years  of 
colorful  characters  have  let  the  show  develop 
characters  over  time  as  well  as  provide  a 
new  experience  to  guests,  according  to  actor 
Dule  Hill. 

“Most  of  the  time  they  get  to  do  something 
they  don’t  usually  do,  and  there’s  a lot  of 
laughs,”  Hill  said. 

The  next  episode  will  feature  Nora  Dunn 
of  “Entourage,”  as  well  as  the  return  of  Jerry 
Shea,  a UT  alumnus,  as  Ken.  Viewers  can 
expect  a throwback  to  “Scooby  Doo”-style 
mysteries  as  Shawn  and  Gus  witness  a murder 


on  a haunted  ride  that  causes  locals  to  believe 
that  a vengeful  ghost  must  be  on  the  loose. 

From  there,  viewers  can  expect  a slew 
of  guest  actors  as  well  as  famous  film- 
inspired  episodes  to  spice  up  the  new-classic 
combination  of  psychic  detective  Shawn 
and  Gus. 

“I  want  the  show  to  have  more  action  and 
to  seem  more  like  a regular  detective  show. 
We  do  silly  cases,  but  also  we’re  doing  a 
‘Twin  Peaks’  episode,”  said  creator,  writer 
and  executive  producer  Steve  Franks.  “We 
like  to  do  three  or  four  serious  cases,  three  or 
four  ridiculous  cases  and  three  or  four  movie 
worlds  we  like.” 

Episodes  soon  to  come  will  include  not 
only  a tribute  to  the  ’90s  television  mystery, 
but  will  also  feature  Ralph  Macchio,  the 
original  “Karate  Kid.” 

“Psych”  brings,  a Californian  brightness 
to  more  recent  crime  shows  with  two  well- 
developed  and  humorous  characters  with 
chemistry  as  powerful  as  the  Holmes- Watson 
combination  that  made  “Sherlock  Holmes”  a 
literary  classic.  Since  the  USA  network  has 
made  the  wise  decision  to  pick  up  “Psych” 
for  another  season,  audiences  won’t  have 
to  worry  about  a shortage  of  quick  quips, 
popular  cultural  references  and,  of  course, 
crime  solving.

Fans  to  hallow  latest  Harry  Potter  f\\m  edition

The  Harry  Potter  movie  franchise  has 
always  been  flawed,  both  for  casual  viewers 
and  die-hard,  ultra-critical- fans  of  the 
book.  Screenwriter  Steve  Kloves  usually 
manages  to  anger  the  die-hards  by  watering 
down  plot  points,  misattributing  character 
motivations  and  inventing  his  own  uninspired 
dialogue  where  J.K.  Rowling’s  would  have 
served  infinitely  better.  At  the  same  time, 
Kloves  often  confuses  casual  moviegoers 
by  providing  abysmally  muddled  plot 
exposition. 

Similarly,  when  watching  “Harry  Potter 
and  the  Deathly  Hallows”  — part  one  in  a 
two-part  volume  — average  viewers  with 
little  experience  with  the  book’s  intricate  plot 
will  often  find  themselves  lost. 

It’s  clear  the  filmmakers  have  assumed 
audiences  are  familiar  enough  with  Harry’s 
story  and  done  away  with  some  of  the  trickier 
exposition.  However,  seasoned  Potter  fans 
will  not  only  be  able  to  follow  the  story, 
they  will  finally  fully  recognize  the  spirit 
of  Rowling’s  beloved  characters  embodied 
on  film. 

For  fans,  “Harry  Potter  and  the  Deathly 
Hallows”  will  certainly  be  lauded  both  as 
the  most  faithful  and  the  most  stylistically 
stunning  of  the  franchise. 

Warner  Bros.’  decision  to  split  the  final 
installment  into  two  separate  films  is  surely 
a factor  in  the  noticeable  increase  in  quality. 
Many  cynically  regard  the  move  as  a 
marketing  ploy  designed  to  milk  as  much 
money  from  the  finale  as  possible,  as  it  may 
well  have  been.  However,  splitting  the  film 
into  two  volumes  has  creatively  liberated 
Kloves  and  director  David  Yates.  No  longer 
pressured  to  pack  an  entire  book’s  worth  of 
complex  plotting,  intense  haracterization 


and  bewitching  visuals  into  a single  film, 
Yates  has  seized  the  opportimity  to  make  part 
one  of  “Deathly  Hallows”  a contemplative 
character  study. 

The  film  is  considerably  more  leisurely 
than  its  predecessors,  which  all  sacrificed 
character  development  in  favor  of  cramming 
in  as  many  of  Rowling’s  complex  plot  twists 
as  possible. 

As  a result,  most  of  the  series’  incredibly 
nuanced  and  fully  formed  characters  — Sirius 
Black,  Remus  Lupin,  Severus  Snape  and  yes, 
even  the  crucial  figure  of  eminent  headmaster 
Albus  Dumbledore  — are  reduced  to 
two-dimensional  cardboard  cutouts  that 
merely  serve  to  help  Harry  defeat  whatever 
manifestation  of  Lord  Voldemort  faces  him 
that  year. 

“Deathly  Hallows”  brilliantly  breaks  this 
tiresome  pattern.  Yates  dedicates  most  of 
his  generous  time  allotment  fleshing  out 
central  characters,  most  notably  the  iconic 
trio  of  Potter,  Ron  Weasley  and  Hermione 
Granger.  It’s  a brave  move,  considering  the 
young  actors  that  have  portrayed  the  trio 
since  before  they  hit  puberty  haven’t  always 
delivered  the  most  consistently  convincing 
performances. 

In  particular,  Daniel  Radcliffe  as  Potter 
sometimes  appeared  awkward  and  unnatural 
in  his  more  emotional  scenes,  and  Emma 
Watson  had  an  unfortunate  tendency  to 
overact  as  Hermione. 

Here,  too,  “Deathly  Hallows”  is  a standout 
among  past  installments.  Each  young  actor 
has  exceeded  all  expectations  and  is  finally 
performing  on  par  with  the  adult  British 
acting  legends  — Helena  Bonham  Carter, 
Gary  Oldman,  Bill  Nighy  and  Alan  Rickman, 
among  others  — they  work  alongside. 
“Deathly  Hallows”  is  the  first  film  in  which 
all  three  leads  truly  embody  their  counterparts 


from  the  books.  Radcliffe  seems  infinitely 
more  comfortable  on  camera,  Watson  tones 
down  her  performance  to  great  effect,  and 
Rupert  Grint  as  Ron  has  easily  shed  the  class 
clown  act  and  taken  on  his  more  serious  role 
with  grace. 

“Deathly  Hallows”  is  undeniably  a road 
movie.  The  three  young  heroes  are  often 
adrift  and  aimless  in  the  wilderness,  passively 
buffeted  along  their  path  by  various  dark 
forces  at  work  as  they  attempt  to  seek 
and  destroy  the  elusive  horcruxes,  each 
containing  a portion  of  Voldemort’s  soul. 
Their  destruction  will  render  Voldemort 
mortal  and  defeatable. 

Adventures  at  Hogwarts  are  a thing  of 
the  past;  the  three  don’t  even  step  foot 
in  the  iconic  castle  this  time  around,  a 
considerable  departure  from  Rowling’s 
previous  formula. 

The  installment  cuts  down  on  the  clunky, 
awkwardly  rushed  transitions  of  previous 
films  and  allows  for  some  incredibly 
compelling  character  moments.  A quietly 
poignant  scene  invented  by  Kloves  for  the 
movie  in  which  a hopelessly  lost  Harry  and 
Hermione  share  an  emotionally  charged 
dance  is  especially  affecting. 

The  humor  of  Harry  Potter  is  also  at  its 
best  here  — no  longer  do  gags  feel  forced  as 
they  occasionally  have  in  the  past.  Comedy 
is  juxtaposed  expertly  with  tragedy,  making 
“Deathly  Hallows”  the  franchise’s  most 
emotionally  dynamic  film. 

As  confusing  as  “Deathly  Hallows’”  plot 
may  be  for  the  average  viewer,  casual  fans 
and  super-fans  alike  will  appreciate  the 
film’s  emotional  and  visual  flow,  outstanding 
performances  and  arresting  landscapes. 
The  tragic  cliffhanger  ending  will  leave 
audiences  desperate  for  part  two  of  “Deathly 
Hallows.”

Behind  the  hot  hands  of  freshman  Dylon 
Cormier,  the  Loyola  Greyhounds  picked  up 
their  first  win  of  the  season,  running  away 
with  an  83-72  victory  over  the  UMBC 
Terriers  on  Wednesday,  Nov.  17  at  Reitz 
Arena.  The  freshman  point  guard  was  the 
leading  scorer'for  Loyola  with  20  points, 
including  seven  straight — a Hounds  run  that 
put  the  game  away  for  good. 

“The  one  thing  about  Dylon,  for  sure,  is 
that  he  isn’t  afraid,”  said  Loyola  coach  Jimmy 
Patsos.  “He  doesn’t  look  like  a freshman 
when  he’s  out  there.” 

Cormier  led  a fast-paced  Hounds  offense 
that  scored  31  points  in  transition  on  the 
evening.  For  most  of  the  second  half,  Loyola 
boasted  a smaller  lineup  featuring  Cormier, 
guards  Jamal  Barney  ’ll,  and  Brian  Rudolph 
’ll.  This  unit  seemed  to  produce  the  most 
offense  for  the  team;  UMBC  had  no  match 
for  the  open-court  speed  of  the  Hounds. 

“It  looks  like  Cormier  and  Rudolph  can 
play  at  the  same  time,”  said  Patsos.  “That 
w'as  the  lineup  that  got  us  going.” 

Cormier  seems  to  be  comfortable  playing 
on  the  wing  at  the  shooting  guard  position 
as  well,  something  that  allows  him  to  be  on 
the  floor  with  Rudolph,  who  is  more  of  a 
facilitator  for  this  Hounds  team. 

“Brian  is  a great  point  guard,  and  his 
abilities  give  me  a chance  to  play  on  the 
wing  at  two-guard,”  said  Cormier.  “It  was 
something  that  I did  a lot  in  high  school,  and 
it  is  something  that  we  are  going  to  do  this 
season.” 

For  the  second  time,  the  Hounds  once 
again  struggled  from  the  opening  tip,  despite 
the  1 1 -point  victory.  Just  10  minutes  into  the 
game,  Loyola  had  turned  over  the  ball  eight 
times  to  their  opponents,  who  converted 
by  shooting  over  50  percent  from  the  field 
early  on. 

Faced  with  a similar  situation  in  their 
previous  game,  the  Hounds  were  unable  to 
overcome  their  sluggish  start.  This  game 
proved  to  be  different,  however,  as  Loyola 


was  able  to  remain  afloat  with  strong  free- 
throw  shooting  (17-18  in  the  first  half)  and 
control  of  the  boards  (23-14  rebounding 
advantage). 

As  the  first  half  winded  down,  Loyola 
began  to  pull  away  from  UMBC,  taking  a 
41-34  advantage  into  the  break.  UMBC  was 
able  to  keep  the  score  close  for  the  first  half 
of  the  second  period,  bringing  the  score  to 
60-57.  From  all  indications,  it  seemed  that 


the  momentum  had  begun  to  swing  back  into 
the  hands  of  the  Terriers. 

Just  as  quickly  as  UMBC  pulled  close, 
Loyola  extended  its  lead  once  again  as 
Cormier  sunk  two  pairs  of  free  throws  and 
a three-pointer  in  just  under  two  minutes, 
giving  Loyola  a double-digit  lead  that  they 
would  not  surrender. 

This  stretch  sparked  Loyola’s  best  offensive 
output  of  the  season  thus  far:  they  pushed  the 


ball  up  the  floor  quickly,  dominating  the 
defensive  boards.  Without  this  advantage, 
there  would  be  no  opportunities  to  play  in  the 
open  court — something  the  Hounds  hope  to 
do  often  this  season. 

“We  want  to  score  points,”  coach  Patsos 
said  bluntly,  referring  to  Loyola’s  transition 
game.  “But  you  always  wonder  whether  or

Boise  State  has  proven  that  non-BCS  teams  can  compete  for  national  title

Fresh  off  a 51-0  thrashing  of  Fresno  State 
on  Friday  night,  Boise  State  has  been  making 
an  extremely  strong  case  for  playing  in  the 
BCS  title  game  this  January. 

Yes,  Boise  has  been  in  the  discussion  for 
the  national  championship  game  over  the  last 
few  years,  but  this  may  finally  be  the  time  that 
the  Broncos  get  their  chance  to  achieve  the 
goal  that  they  set  when  coach  Chris  Petersen 
took  over  the  program — ^to  play  for  the  BCS 
national  title  game. 

The  critics  can  say  what  they  want  about 
Boise’s  competition  or  the  fact  that  they  do 
not  play  in  an  elite  BCS  conference,  the  fact 
of  the  matter  is  this:  Boise  State  has  proven 
year-in  and  year-out  that  they  are  one  of  the 
elite  football  programs  in  the  country. 

Whether  it  be  a huge  non-conference  win 


against  Virginia  Tech  (like  we  saw  earlier  this 
season)  or  a shocking  upset  over  a national 
title  contender  (like  Oklahoma  in  a BCS  bowl 
game),  programs  across  the  country  know 
that  Boise  State  is  a force  to  be  reckoned 
with. 

As  long  as  the  current  non-playoff  system 
that  college  football  has  stays  in  place,  it  is 
understood  that  certain  teams  who  have  a 
strong  argument  for  competing  in  the  national 
title  game  will  feel  like  they  get  snubbed 
come  season’s  end.  But  Boise  State  has  been 
overlooked  for  far  too  long. 

With  the  way  they  have  completely 
dominated  their  competition  over  the  past 
few  years,  it  is  hard  to  argue  that  they  are  not 
one  of  the  two  best  teams  in  college  football 
this  year. 

Hopefully  for  coach  Petersen  and  the 
Broncos,  this  should  be  the  year  that  the 
program  once  labeled  “Cinderella”  finally 


gets  their  shot  at  the  big  dance. 

Boise  has  beaten  both  ranked  opponents 
they  have  faced  this  year  in  Virginia  Tech 
and  Oregon  Sate  and  has  another  huge  test 
against  No.  18  Nevada  over  Thanksgiving 
weekend.  The  Broncos  recent  play  makes  it 
hard  to  imagine  an  upset  by  Nevada. 

On  top  of  beating  strong  opponents,  Boise 
has  absolutely  demolished  their  so-called 
“weaker”  competition.  They  have  out-scored 
their  opponents  by  an  astonishing  4 1 2 to  1 1 5 
and  have  not  had  any  issue  with  handling 
their  WAC  foes.  Yet  it  still  seems  that  Boise 
is  not  getting  the  respect  they  deserve. 

Boise  has  all  of  the  components  that  any 
national-title  contender  would  hope  to  have. 
They  are  led  on  offense  by  Heismen-hopefiil 
quarterback  Kellen  Moore — a name  that  most 
casual  college  football  fans  are  still  unaware 
of,  unfortunately. 

Moore  has  competed  201  of  his  280 


passing  attempts  for  a ridiculous  292 1 yards 
and  28  touchdowns  in  10  games,  all  while 
turning  the  ball  over  just  five  times. 

The  Broncos  are  also  backed  by  the 
nation’s  No.  2-ranked  defense,  which  allows 
a minuscule  1 1 .5  points  per  game. 

If  those  stats  don’t  scream  national  title 
contender,  I don’t  know  what  will. 

The  BCS  has  taken  several  knocks  over  the 
years  it  has  been  in  place,  but  the  system  has 
a chance  to  redeem  itself  by  finally  allowing 
Boise  to  have  their  shot  at  the  title. 

I am  not  saying  that  it  is  a given  that  the 
Broncos  will  bring  home  the  hardware  in 
January  if  they  are  given  the  chance  to  play- 
in  the  title  game,  but  they  have  definitely 
earned  the  right  to  at  least  have  a shot  to 
compete  with  the  powerhouse  conferences 
for  the  national-title  trophy.

They  certainly  rebounded  well  enough  in 
this  game,  as  they  held  a 42-28  rebounding 
advantage  over  UMBC.  The  effort  was 
highlighted  by  Jamal  Barney’s  10-rebound 
effort,  along  with  his  14  points. 

Sophomore  forward  Erik  Etherly  improved 
his  efforts  from  the  opening  game,  providing 
the  Hounds  with  16  points  and  six  rebounds. 
This  is  the  type  of  performance  that  coach 
Patsos  envisioned  when  Etherly  joined  the 
team  via  transfer  from  Northeastern  after  the 
2008-09  season. 

“The  comfort  level  was  a lot  higher  today,” 
said  Etherly.  “I  had  to  get  the  first  game  out  of 
the  way  because  I hadn’t  played  in  a couple 
of  years,  so  it  was  nice  to  be  able  to  bounce 
back  today.” 

Sophomore  guard  Robert  Olson,  who 
was  struggling  with  a foot  injury,  only  saw 
four  minutes  of  action  in  the  game.  Olson, 
normally  a starter  in  the  lineup,  is  a key  player 
who,  when  healthy,  can  add  to  Loyola’s 
transition  game. 

Junior  Anthony  Winbush  was  able  to  log 


23  minutes  for  the  game — a good  sign  as  he 
continues  to  recover  from  a knee  injury  that 
has  plagued  the  forward  since  last  season. 

“Winbush  is  one  of  those  guys  that  half  the 
stuff  that  he  does  doesn’t  show  up  on  the  stat 
sheet,”  said  Patsos.  “He  is  a smart  player  who 
knows  what  to  do,  can  get  that  big  steal  and 
just  plays  hard.” 

The  Hounds  had  four  players  in  double 
figures,  as  junior  J’hared  Hall  scored 
1 1 — adding  to  Cormier,  Barney  and  Etherly’s 
double-digit  scoring  efforts.  Shane  Walker 
also  added  nine  points  and  seven  rebounds 
as  he  continues  to  become  more  assertive 
inside  for  Loyola. 

The  Hounds  finish  up  their  home  stand 
and  then  head  north  to  take  on  Vermont  on 
Nov.  24,  in  what  will  be  a good  barometer 
for  Loyola.  The  Catamounts  qualified 
for  the  NCAA  Tournament  in  2009  and 
should  provide  Loyola  with  a good  test  on 
Thanksgiving-eve .

the  ball  and  maintaining  tight  coverage, 
the  Hounds  held  Howard  scoreless  for  the 
opening  six  minutes  of  the  second  half 

The  Greyhoimds  were  able  to  capitalize 
off  of  Howard’s  mistakes,  scoring  12  points 
off  of  their  turnovers.  Loyola  maintained  this 
high  level  of  energy  throughout  the  second 
half,  outscoring  the  Bison  21-2.  But  the  lead 
Howard  had  built  in  the  first  20  minutes  of  the 
game,  combined  with  a 1 9-point  performance 
from  guard  Saadia  Doyle,  kept  the  lead  out  of 
reach  for  the  pursuing  Greyhounds. 

The  girls  rallied  together  as  a team  late  in 
the  game  scoring  1 0 points  from  their  bench 
in  the  second  half  Loyola  began  to  heat  up,

Senior  guard  Jamal  Barney  scored  18 
points — 14  in  the  second  half — as  Loyola’s 
strong  second  half  pushed  them  to  a 73-59 
win  over  Dartmouth  on  Simday  afternoon  at 
Reitz  Arena. 

Junior  Anthony  Winbush  and  sophomore 
Robert  Olson  added  1 1 points  each  for  the 
Hounds,  who  came  out  of  the  break  and  put 
away  a pesky  Dartmouth  squad,  who  shot  the 
lights  out  in  the  first  half 

“We  all  played  better  as  a team  in  the 
second  half,  and  that  opened  me  up  to  score,” 
said  Barney,  who  was  7 of  8 from  the  free- 
throw  line.  “We  sped  our  offense  up  and  made 
them  uncomfortable.” 

The  Big  Green  was  anything  but 
uncomfortable  in  the  first  half,  shooting  56 
percent  from  the  floor  and  50  percent  from 
beyond  the  arc,  while  jumping  out  to  an 
early  eight-point  lead.  It  was  another  slow 
start  for  Loyola,  who  missed  six  of  its  first 
rune  shots. 

“We  need  to  have  better  starts  to  games,”  said 
Barney.  “We  need  to  be  more  aggressive.” 

The  Hounds  were  much  more  aggressive  as 
the  game  went  on,  as  a Dylon  Cormier  three 
at  the  1 2:2 1 mark  gave  Loyola  its  first  lead  of 
the  game  at  14-13.  Junior  J’hared  Hall  sank 


an  underhand  rurmer,  and  Olson  finished  off 
a three-point  play  moments  later  to  stretch 
the  lead  to  19-15. 

The  Hoimds  kept  the  charge  alive  when 
Olson  found  a streaking  Erik  Etherly  ’ 13,  on 
the  break  for  an  alley-oop  at  the  7:19  mark, 
but  Dartmouth’s  timely  shooting  brought  the 
score  level  to  33  at  halftime. 

Junior  forward  Shane  Walker  led  the 
Hounds  with  eight  points  in  the  first  half,  and 
though  he  was  held  scoreless  after  halftime, 
he  finished  with  seven  reboxmds  and  four 
blocks.  Etherly  had  just  two  points  in  the 
first  half,  but  finished  with  eight  points  and 
seven  rebounds. 

Dartmouth  took  a two-point  lead  out  of  the 
break,  but  went  nearly  five  minutes  without  a 
field  goal  as  Loyola  went  on  a 7-0  run. 

A Barney  runner  and  an  Olson  three 
helped  the  Hounds  to  a 42-36  lead  at  the 
15:47  mark. 

Barney  drove  the  lane  for  an  easy  layup  to 
extend  the  lead  to  48-40  at  the  1 1 :35  mark, 
and  after  making  one  of  two  free-throws  on 
the  next  possession,  Loyola  got  the  rebound 
and  found  their  talismanic  senior  for  a wide 
open  three  to  give  the  Hounds  a 12-point 
advantage. 

Senior  guard  Brian  Rudolph  scored  just 
fourpoints,  but  provided  plenty  of  excitement 


late  in  the  game  when  he  found  a streaking 
Winbush  for  an  easy  alley-oop  layup  with 
5:47  to  play. 

Patsos  singled  out  Winbush  as  a player  who 
is  key  to  his  team’s  success.  “He  understands 
the  game  of  basketball  so  well,”  said  Patsos. 
“When  he  plays  well,  we  win.” 

Winbush,  who’s  coming  off  an  ACL  injury 
last  season,  is  slowly  returning  to  his  pre- 
injury form  and  assuming  an  important  role 
on  the  team. 

“I  felt  the  best  yet  today,”  said  Wmbush. 
“It’s  day-to-day,  though.” 

Winbush  finished  with  four  rebounds, 
while  freshman  Dylon  Cormier  scored  nine 
and  led  the  team  with  eight  rebounds.  Loyola 
out-rebounded  Dartmouth  41-22. 

The  Big  Green  pulled  to  within  nine  before 
Olson’s  second  three  of  the  half  pushed  them 
back. 

Etherly  put  an  exclamation  point  on  the 
afternoon  with  an  easy  jam  for  the  Hounds, 
who  travel  to  play  the  University  of  Vermont 
Wednesday  night  before  returning  home  after 
Thanksgiving  break  to  open  the  MAAC  slate 
with  Saint  Peter’s. 

The  Hounds  are  now  2- 1 for  the  season  and 
aim  to  continue  their  solid  play  as  conference 
play  beings  next  month.
